Q: THERE ARE AT LEAST TWO TUNA FISH BOATS. 

A: THERE WAS THE VOYAGER AND THE COLLIE. THEY WERE NOT - 
I DO NOT THINK "CAPTURED" IS THE CORRECT WORD. THEY PAID

STORY BY ARY MOLEON TODAY ALONG FOLLOWING LINES: CARTER 
FACED THE QUESTION OF PANAMA WITH SUBTLETY, WHILE SAYING 
HE WOULD NOT GIVE UP COMPLETE CONTROL OVER THE CANAL, 

IT WOULD BE USEFUL TO ELIMINATE THE CONCEPT OF PERPETUITY. 

IF PRESIDENT HE WOULD TRY TO ACHIEVE A NEW TREATY WHICH
